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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Proposed changes to claim 23 broaden the claim and thus constitute new issues for consideration. Applicant 
argues that these changes do not broaden the claim because they merely eliminate a redundant phrase. However, the proposed changes 
do alter the scope of the claim because proposed claim 23 is just original claim 20 rewritten so that it overcomes the rejection made in 
item 1 1 of the Non-Final Office action mailed March 15, 2005. As such if proposed claim 23 were entered then it would, at a minimum, be 
subject to rejection in the same manner claim 20 was rejected in item 13a of the Non-Final Office action. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that rejection at item 7a of the 
Final rejection is invalid because the offending limitation is supported at paragraphs 0010-0014. However, those paragraphs do not 
describe the restoring force as increasing with increased relative rotation between the first and second assemblies.
